being aired to-night in the hall of the House, 
is the bill regulating the charters of the rail- 
road companies, pronounced not only by the 
Railroad Commissioners, but by all thinking 
people, as the height of the ridiculous. This 
bill gives the Missouri Pacific the right, under 
law, toearn $2,522 per mile on passenger 
fares per year, and such aroad as the St. Louis 
and San Francisco only $07 per mile. This 
estimate is based up the Railroad Commission- 
ers’ report for the past year. 

The bill cempels the putting in jail of any 
agent or employe of the companies who may 
receive a cent more than the amount provided 
forinthis law. This is in addition toa fine 
imposed directly on said agent or employer. 
But the most ridiculous feature about it is 
this: it gives enormous rates for carrying cer- 
tain articles of freight, and compels others to 
be carried at losing rates to the roads; for ex- 
ample: It allows for carrying a 
car load of first-class freight for 
the first twenty-five miles, and graduating 
from that down, till it leaves the handsome 
sum of $216 for a car at the end of a 300-mile 
haul. The same extravagance follows through 
the second, third and fourth classes of freight, 
and allowing an addition of 10 per cent on 
these rates on all second-class roads, and as 
high as 25 per cent additional on fourth-class 
roads, only $75 foracar of freight twenty- 
five miles on a fourth-class road. When it 
comes to grain in car. loads it directs that 
24,000 pounds shall be a car-load, without 
stopping to sonsider . whether or not 
the cars are built to carry that amount with 
safety. 

The bill makes avery unjust discrimination 
inclass *‘J,’’ in this, that where the mate- 
rial shipped is loaded or unloaded by a rail- 
road company they can charge just what they 
please. The bill is House bill No. 435, and 
was gotten up by Mr. 8S. D. Carpenter, a lob- 
byist from Southwest Missouri, and intro- 
duced into the two houses sjmultaneously.

The ladies whose hames are appended be- 
low are authorized to say that a number of 
Professors and other instructors in Harvard 
College have consented to give private tuition 
to properly-qualified young women, who de- 
sire to pursue advanced studies in Cambridge. 
@ther Professors, whose occupations prevent 
to 
assist young women by advice and by lectures, 
No instruction will be provided of a lower 
grade than that given in Harvard. College. 
The expense of intsruction im as = many 
branches ‘is a student can _ profit- 
ably pursue at onee will depend upon the 
courses. but it’ will 
probably not exceed $400 a year, and may be 
aslowas $250. Itis hoped, however, that 
endowments may hereafter be procured which 
will materially reduce this expense. Pupils 
who show upon the examination that they 
have satisfactorily pursued any courses of 
study underthis scheme will receive certifi- 
cates to that effect, signed by their instruct- 
ors. It is hoped, nevertheless, that the great- 
er number wili pursue a four years’ course of 
study, in which case the certificates for 
the different branches of study will be 
mergedin one, which will be signed by all the 
instructors and will certify to the whole 
course. The ladies will see that the students 
secure suitable lodgings, and will assist them 
with advice and other friendly offices. .

A Whole Newspaper Telegraphed in Half 
an Hour. 


{From the Boston Post, March 11.] 

We are enabled to lay before the readers of 
the Post this morning a piece of exclusive in- 
telligence which will be found of intense and 
universal interest. It reaches us by the last 
mail from London, and indicates that the Old 
and New Worlds are about to hail the ap- 
proaching dawn of cheap telegraphy on land 
and under sea between and throughout all tke 
countries of the civilized globe, but more 
particularly across the Atlantic Ocean between 
Europe and America.

This would mike 
an average rate of about 2,009 words per 
minute.

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ARCHBISHOP PURCELL. 


Threatened Criminal Prosecution of 
Father Purcell. 
{From the Cincinnati Enquirer. | 

But one new suit was filed against Areh- 
bishop Purcell yesterday, and that was for a 
merely nominal amount. Considerable com- 
ment has been made on the action of the at- 
torneys of the Jefferson Bank, of Steubenville, 
in attaching $500,000 worth of property to se-- 
cure a debt buta little over a hundredth part 
of that sum in amount, and it is thought 
that there must be some ulterior ‘purpose 
in view. Some think that it is the purpose to 
buy up claims against the Archbishop at a 
small percentage of their face value, and trust 
to the property as security for their eventual 
redemption in full. No person has been placed 
in charge of the property attached, and this 
fact lends color to the above suspicion. 

A meeting of some. fifty of the priests of this 
city and vicinity was held yesterday afternoon 
in Holy Trinity Church, Fifth street, near 
Smith. Rev. Father Hailey presided and 
Father Ulrich was secretary. The 
meeting was a very harmonious one, 
and great sympathy was ¢xoressed for the 
Archbishop in his great trouble. After talk- 
ing over several methods of assisting the 
Archbishop by raising funds to relieve tbe ne- 
cessities of the fhore needy of his creditors, it 
was finally determined to take up a coNection 
in each parish in the diocese, and 
to turn over the moneys thus accumu- 
lated to parish trustees, to be appointed 
by the pastors of each eongregation. Tese 
trustees are then to distribute the amounts 
collected from such cungregatiens among 
those of the creditors of their number who 
most require it. It will be remembered that 
this isthe German pian spoken of by Father 
Albrinck a week or so ago. 

The priests talked informally over the situ- 
ation, and it was admitted on all sides to be 
most deplorable. It appears that many of 
the clergy fear that Father Edward 
Pureell will be subjected to criminal 
prosecution, and that, too, speedily. They 
talk among themselves of a_ certain 
wealthy lady, who became a convert to Ca- 
tholicism, and deposited a large amount of 
Government bonds in trust with Father Pur- 
cell. These bonds can not be found, and her 
friends claim that they were converted iato 
money and lost in the general wreck, and they 
are prompting her to prosecute him for mis- 
appropriation of her funds. Then, too, a eer- 
tain Mr. O'Neil died some time ago, 
leaving an estate valued at $10,000, 
lather Purcell wits appointed = ad- 
ministrator of the estate. At the 
time it was supposed that Mr. O’ Neil had no 
relatives living; but now one of his near kins- 
men turns up and demands a settlement of 
the estate in accordance with the provisions of 
his relative’s will, and Father Edward is un- 
able to comply in a satisfactory manner with 
his request. Nor is this all. The recent fair 
held in Greenwood Hall, Christmas and New 
Year's weeks, for the benefit of the orphans of 
St. Joseph’s Asylum in Cumminsville, despite 
“the bard times, netted something over $ 10,000 
for the fatherless little ones. This money was 
for some ‘time in the possession of Father 
Quatmars, who, fearful of the danger that it 
would be subjected to if placed in a bank that 
might break any day, kept it in his room in 
the Archiepiscopafresidence for several days. 
Finally he deposited all but $1,500 of it with 
Father Pureell, the sum retained being paid 
over to the asylum for its immediate needs. 
The money of the orphans is said to be gone, 
and they will speedily have to make a fresh 
appeal to the public for funds for maintenance.

Prospects of a Large Influx From Ger- 
many and Switzerland. 


LONDON, March 6.—Adviees from Switzer- 
land, Germany and Austria indicate that emi- 
gration from these countries to the United 
States during the coming spring and summer 
will be unusually large, and that the emigrants 
will be mainly composed of a class of people 
having some considerable amounts of capital 
at their disposal in Germany. Al- 
though the Government has sedulously 
prohibited the publication of information re- 
specting emigration, and has arbitrarily inter- 
fered with the work of emigration agents, no 
little progress has been made inthe matter of 
forming emigration associations. The bulk of 
the emigrants from Germany, Switzerland 
and Austria will go as colonists, each group 
beirg under the management of a director. 
Some of the associations have everything ar-

In the trial of Bishop Burton at Salt Lake, 
Utah, on the 24th ult., for the Morrisite mas- 
sacre, Philip Hewitt, an eye-witness of the 
affair, testified as follows: I was in the Mor- 
risite camp on the 13th, 14th and Lith of June, 
1862. “The surrender was made on the 15th. I 
knew Burton at that time, and had known him 
before. 1 worked for him at the Court-house. 
I knew Mrs. Bowman and Mrs. Swaney. The 
Morrisites were gathered together in front of the 
school house then, and I went down with 
brother Morris. Burton was on horseback 
between the Morrisites and the school-house.

The arms of the Morrisites 
were stacked behind the school-héuse, and a 
body of Burton’s troops were guard m. 
After he had shot Morris three times, Burtor 
cried out, ‘‘Where is your prophet now?’’ 
Just then Mrs. Swaney came from the east of 
the crowd, saying, *‘Is this going to be an- 
other Mountain Meadows masmseret”? Bur- 
ton shot her also. Mrs. Bowman ran 
up and cried, ‘*You bloodthirsty 
wretch!’’ Burton said that no one could 
calli him that, and then shot her too. I went 
a little distance away, and saw John Banks 
lying on the ground wounded. He knew me 
and waved his handtome, I knowit was 
Burton who shot Morris and the two women, 
for I was acquainted.with him. I don’t know 
whether I could recognize him now. or not, 
forit has been seventeen years since the 
event, 

The prosecution asked the witness to look 
about the court room and pick out the man, 
The witness left the stand and peered into the 
faees of the defendant’s counsel, one after 
another, until he came to Burton, when he 
said: ‘‘If that man will stand up I can tell 
| whether he is Burton or not.’’ By direction 
of the prosecution the defendant, arose, tall 
and erect, Whereupon the witness recognized 
Burton, and in an excited tone pronounced 
him the man whom he saw shoot Joseph Mor- 
ris and the two women, Mrs. Bowman and 
Mrs. Swaney. 

Defendant’s counsel said he thought witness 
had made a startling discovery. 

This closed the evidence for the prosecution 
and the court took a recess.
